Cup and Saucer. Vincennes made some of the most beautiful porcelain in 18th-century 
Europe. It was renowned for its aesthetically appealing, milky white soft-paste body and 
rich ground colors. The turquoise ground color of this cup and saucer was described in 
the the factory records as "bleu celeste" (heavenly blue). Vincennes was also known for 
the superb quality of its gilding and painted decoration. In 1756, the factory relocated to 
Sevres, where it continued its reputation for artistic excellence. The cup and saucer are 
on view at Mint Museum Randolph in the Crosland Gallery.
